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obby Bowden spent six seasons 
B: the head football coach at 

West Virginia before moving to 
Tallahassee, Fla., where he replaced 
Darrell Mudra. You might say, he 
fell into the job. 

The story goes that the day 
Bowden announced his decision to 
take over a Florida State program 
that had a 4-29 record in three years, 
he got out of his car and lost his bal- 
ance on some ice in Morgantown, 
W.Va. 

Bowden, who was born and 
raised in Birmingham, Ala., fell on 
his elbow and as he did, he} 
hollered to his wife: “I'll take it. 
I'll take it.” 

That was in 1976. Since then, } 
Bowden has transformed ij 
Florida State’s football pro- 
gram into one of the most suc- 
cessful in the nation. And in 
the process, he has developed a 
unique relationship with§ 
Nebraska fans, even though his 
Seminoles have won against 
the Cornhuskers five of seven j 
times, including three bow] 
victories. 

Bowden first brought 
Florida State to Lincoln in 1980, | % 
leaving with an 18-14 upset of § 
the third-ranked Cornhuskers. A 
week later, Bowden sent a letter to 
the Lincoln Journal-Star commending 
Nebraska fans. 

Among other things, the letter 
said: “I have been coaching college 
football the past 28 years and have 
played before some great crowds in 
this country. I have never seen peo- 
ple with more class than I saw at 
Nebraska last week . . . Nebraska 
you are a great example for 
Americans to copy.” 

Immediately after the game, 
Bowden described the win as possi- 
bly the biggest in school history. 

Bowden’s team returned to 
Lincoln the next season and lost to 
Nebraska 34-14. Florida State was 
still struggling to gain the national 
respect it enjoys now. That's why the 
Seminoles played six road games in 
1981. 

Among the six were five in a row, 
against Nebraska, Ohio State, Notre 
Dame, Pittsburgh and LSU. Florida 
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Bowden Gained Popularity, Respect

State won three of the five. 

Back then, Bowden's Seminoles 
played series against the likes of 
LSU, Nebraska and Ohio State in 
which there were no home-and- 
home agreements. Florida State 
always traveled, and as often as not, 
won, including twice in four visits to 
Memorial Stadium. 

The Seminoles won 17-13 in 1986. 
Just 40 minutes before that game, 
Bowden interrupted a meeting with 
his quarterbacks to do a live sideline 
interview with an Omaha television 
station, as he had agreed in advance.

The Seminoles found Lincoln a 
hard, but fair place to win. 


“Wait here, fellas,” Bowden said 
as he put down a piece of chalk. “I'll 
be right back.” 

Florida State was a women’s col- 
lege until 1947, and it nearly 
dropped football in the early 1970s 
because of the program’s debt. 

The Seminoles were winless in 
1973 and 1-10 in 1974. Bowden's 
fourth Florida State team made a 
serious run at a national champi- 
onship, going 11-0 before losing to 
Oklahoma in the Orange Bowl. The 
Seminoles have been in the national 
title picture just about every season 
since then. 

Bowden's popularity in Nebraska 
has diminished some of late, primar- 
ily because of his teams’ three con- 
secutive bowl-game victories against 
Nebraska, including the one last 
New Year’s night, in the Orange 
Bowl. 


The first of the bowl victories 
came at the end of the 1987 season, 
when Florida State edged Nebraska 
in the Fiesta Bowl 31-28. 

The Seminoles’ only loss that sea- 
son was against Miami, 26-25 in 
Tallahassee. With 42 seconds 
remaining, Bowden decided to go 
for the victory by attempting a two- 
point conversion instead of playing 
the percentages and kicking an extra 
point for a tie. 

The play-action pass was deflect- 
ed, and the Seminoles lost. 

Miami went on to win the nation- 
j al championship. Florida State 

w) finished at No. 2 after defeat- 
A. ing the Cornhuskers in 
Tempe, Ariz. 
| Bowden claimed the deci-

Miami had more to do with 
practicality than coaching 
integrity. Sound familiar?

Nebraska coach Tom 
Osborne often has said that 
Bowden is among his best 
friends in coaching. Bowden 









+! has won more games (238) 


than any active NCAA Division I-A 
coach except Penn State’s Joe 
Paterno. 

Neither Osborne nor Bowden has 
been involved in earning a mythical 
national championship, however. 

Their friendship and that national 
title frustration will add a special 
element to the 1994 Orange Bowl 
game. Late on New Year's night, the 
odds are, one of them will finally 
experience that thrill. 

Ironically, many Cornhusker fans 
have been arguing that Bowden’s 
team shouldn’t have such an oppor- 
tunity because of its loss against 
Notre Dame. Rather, they say, 
Nebraska should have been matched 
against West Virginia, which also is 
11-0. 

If Bowden hadn't slipped on the 
ice in Morgantown back in 1976, he 
might be among those arguing that 
the Mountaineers, not the Seminoles, 
should be playing Nebraska New 
Year's night.

Two 
weeks later, the Seminoles 
played in another big game, this 
time against Florida. 

And despite coming away with a 
11-1 record with a schedule that had 
more big games than any other team 
in college football (so the Seminoles 
claim), Florida State has one more 
big game — a date with No. 1 
ranked Nebraska in the Orange 
Bowl on Jan. 1. 

The second-ranked Seminoles’ 
contest against Nebraska will be the 
biggest game of the year. At stake is 
the national championship, or at 
least a share of it. 

“Tl always said I wish we had a 
chance at the end of the year,” 
Florida State Coach Bowden said. 
“Now it looks like we've finally got 
a chance at the end of the year.” 

The Seminoles’ only blemish this 
year was a 31-24 loss at Notre Dame 
on Nov. 13. At the time, it appeared 
FSU would get another shot at Notre 
Dame in a Fiesta Bowl showdown. 
But a week later, Notre Dame lost to 
Boston College and the Seminoles 
downed North Carolina State 62-3.

Last Meeting: FSU put 20 points on the board first before the 
Huskers climbed back on the strength of a Corey Dixon 41-yard 
touchdown pass. The Huskers put up a gutsy effort, but could 
never catch up, losing 27-14 to finish 14th in the final poils. 


The next week, the Seminoles 
downed Florida 33-21, setting up the 
national championship showdown 
with the Cornhuskers. 

Along the way, Florida State also 
defeated Clemson, North Carolina 








and Miami. All three teams are 
ranked. 

Florida State is no stranger to 
Nebraska. The Huskers got a look at 
Florida State’s new “fast-break” 
offense last year at the Orange Bowl, 
a game the Seminoles won 27-14. 

But since 1987 (the last time 
Nebraska won a bowl game, 30-15

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against Louisiana State in the Sugar), 
the Huskers have met the Seminoles 
in a New Year’s Day bowl three 
times. Florida State is 3-0 in that 
span, winning the 1988 Fiesta Bowl 
31-28, the 1990 Fiesta Bowl 41-17 and 
last year’s Orange Bowl. 

This year’s Seminoles may be the 
best team Bowden has had. Florida 
State has plenty of team speed on 
both sides of the ball, plenty of expe- 
rience and they know how to win. 

But the key may be stopping one 
man — senior Charlie Ward. 

Ward runs the Seminoles’ fast 
break offense like he designed it. 
Actually, it was designed for Ward. 
The senior, who also stars on the 
Florida State basketball team, com- 
pleted 69.5 percent of his passes this 
year for 3,032 yards. He threw 27 
touchdown passes and had just four 
picked off all year. 

But Ward’s a threat to run the ball 
as well. He gained 339 yards on 65 
carries (third best on the team) and 
scored four times on the ground.

The best way to stop Ward is to 
keep him off the field. 

“We have to move the ball on 
the ground and have some time- 
consuming drives in order to be 
successful,” Nebraska offensive 
line coach Milt Tenopir said. “If we 
let them double our time of posses- 
sion, we'll be in big trouble. We have 
to keep their offense off the field.” 

The Seminoles averaged 548 yards 
per game of total offense. 

If Ward goes down, backup 
Danny Kanell is capable of running 
the show. When Ward sat out the 
Seminoles’ game against Maryland, 
Kanell completed 28-of-38 passes for 
341 yards and five touchdowns in 
Florida State’s 49-20 win. 

When Ward goes to the air, which 
is very often, he has a talented group 
of receivers to work with. 

The most exciting is flanker 
Tamarick Vanover, a 6-foot sopho- 
more. Vanover caught 45 passes for 
542 yards and three touchdowns this 
year. He caught the longest pass this

285) and Lowis Tyrs (6-5, 250) start 
on one side of the line, while Patrick 
McNeil (6-3, 284) and Marvin Perrell 
(6-4, 295) anchor the other side.

problem of running the 
ball well against Florida 
State. 

“They'll put eight or 
nine guys on the line and 
dare you to throw it. And 
they get better inside the 
10-yard line.

Outside linebacker Derr- 
ick Brooks leads the way, 
with 77 total tackles, two 
sacks and two recovered 
fumbles.

ashback to preseason football 
Pesstice a year ago. Tommie 

Frazier, Nebraska’s prize fresh- 
man quarterback, is hit from the 
blind side as he is attempting to pass 
from the end zone during a scrim- 
mage. 

More accurately, Frazier is buried 
by a defender wearing jersey No. 86. 
The player is outside linebacker 
Dwayne Harris. The collision is with 
such force that one of Harris’ contact 
lenses comes loose. 

Flash forward to Nebraska's final 
regular-season game against Ok- 
lahoma. Late in the first half, with 
the score tied at 7, the Sooners have 
moved across midfield, after taking 
possession on their 14-yard line. 

On second-and-11 from the Ne- 
braska 45-yard line, Oklahoma quar- 
terback Cale Gundy is sacked by No. 
86, Harris, for a 6-yard loss. 

On third-and-17, Gundy again is 
sacked by No. 86, Harris, for a 6- 
yard loss. The Sooners are forced to 
punt, and the half ends ina tie. 

To those who don’t pay close 
attention to the Nebraska depth 
chart, Harris’ play in the Oklahoma 
game might have been something of 
a surprise. 

The junior from Bessemer, Ala., 
had three quarterback sacks, for 17 
yards in losses. He was credited 
with three unassisted tackles. And 
he was chosen by ABC television as 
Nebraska’s Player of the Game. 

Three days later, Harris was 
named the Big Eight’s Defensive 
Player of the Week for his efforts. 

That didn’t surprise Trev Alberts, 
14 jonuary 1994 


a Cornhusker senior and co-captain 
who knows a little something about 
playing outside linebacker. 

Alberts knew Harris was capable 
of such a performance. “It didn’t 
surprise me at all,” he said. 

Nor did it surprise Nebraska 
defensive coordinator Charlie 
McBride. After the Oklahoma game, 
McBride explained that in the 
Cornhusker system, when one AIl- 
America player is sidelined, “we put 
another one in there, a guy who’s 
going to be an All-American.” 

Harris got an opportunity to play

more than usual against Oklahoma 
after Alberts was sidelined by a dis- 
located right elbow less than four 
minutes into the first quarter. 

Senior Bruce Moore was Alberts’ 
backup, but when Moore went in, 
that changed the rotation and gave 
Harris additional time on the field. 

“Knowing Trev went down, I had 


to step it up and make this a big 
game for me and for him,” Harris 
said. “I’ve played a bunch this year, 
so | knew what I could do. 

“Bruce Moore went in when Trev 
got hurt, and I’m happy he played 
before me because he’s a senior and | 
wish him all the best. I still have a 
year left. Everybody’s head dropped 
for a second when Trev got hurt, but 
that didn’t last long. We knew we 
had to do it for Trev because he’s 
carried us (defensively) this year.” 

Alberts agrees with McBride. 
Harris can be an All-American next 
season. “He’s got that kind of tal- 
ent,” Alberts said. 

“Physically, he’s far superior to 
anyone else. He’s incredible.” 

That’s no secret, really. Harris 
was a prominent member of the 
Cornhuskers’ 1991 recruiting class. 
He was an All-American at Jess 
Lanier High School in Bessemer. He 
was listed No. 4 among the “Ten 
Most Wanted Recruits” by the 
Birmingham News. He was all-state 
Class 6A in Alabama, and the 
Orlando Sentinel included him on its 
All-Southern prep team. 

Harris played tight end on 
offense, but it was as a defensive 
player that the most prominent foot- 
ball schools in the South pursued 
him. 

Auburn and Alabama both 
recruited him, of course. But Neb- 
raska won the battle for his signa- 
ture on a scholarship letter of intent. 

Harris had to sit out his freshman 
year at Nebraska, however, because 
he didn’t meet eligibility require- 
ments under what was originally the 
NCAA's Proposition 48. 

Subsequent NCAA legislation has 
made freshman eligibility require- 
ments even more stringent. 

Harris couldn’t even practice with 
the team as a freshman, during the 
fall or the spring, while he worked in 
the classroom to become eligible. 
The year away put him behind. 

Harris learned quickly enough, 
however, to play in eight games last 
season, primarily as a pass rusher in 
Nebraska’s “dime” package. 

From the beginning, McBride 
marveled at his pass rush ability. 
Harris is quick and, like former 
Cornhusker defensive tackle Neil 
Smith, he has extremely long arms. 

Combine that with his 4.78 speed 
in the 40-yard dash and you've got a 
quarterback’s worst nightmare. 

That Harris hasn’t become a 
household name among Nebraska 
fans is, in part, a result of the posi- 
tion he plays. The Cornhuskers have 


been deep in outside linebackers. He 
hasn’t been able to unseat the older 
players ahead of him on the depth 
chart, including Alberts, Moore and 
Donta Jones. 

Harris is still learning. “So much 
of the game is mental,” Alberts said. 
“It takes a long time. 

“Last year, the first couple of 
games, | didn’t know what I was 
doing all the time, either. A lot of it 
is confidence and understanding of 
how hard he has to play on every 
down.” 

The anonymity that goes with 
being a backup has been compound- 
ed in Harris’ case because he comes 
across in interviews as quiet, almost 
reserved. 

That’s deceiving, however, 
according to Alberts. “We can’t get 
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Dwayne to be quiet in the meeting 
room,” Alberts said. “There’s never 
a dull moment with him. He’s 
always pulling some kind of trick.” 

Oklahoma’s Gundy didn’t find 
Harris’ tricks very funny. After the 
game, Alberts was profuse in prais- 
ing Harris. “Dwayne played great. 
He has a lot of physical ability, and 
though he sometimes has struggled 
with the schemes in the past, he 
showed today what he can do,” 
Alberts said. 

Remember the Cornhusker in jer- 
sey No. 86. “Dwayne will be an All- 
American next year,” Alberts said. 

Harris showed in the Oklahoma 
game that he’ll fit just fine in 
Nebraska’s tradition of outstanding 
outside linebackers and defensive 
ends.

ou don’t get to 11-0 in college 
Y vows these days without 

quality players. The Big Eight 
Champions Nebraska proved it had 
a slew of them as the Huskers domi- 
nated the 1993 All-Big Eight football 
team with six first-teamers including 
unanimous picks Calvin Jones and 
Trev Alberts, the top vote-getter on 
defense. 

Each conference school got some 
representation by placing at least 
two men on the first team. Only 
Oklahoma State failed to place a sec- 
ond-teamer. Behind Nebraska, 
Kansas State did the most damage as 
the surprise third-place conference 
finisher had four players on the first 
team. 

The Wildcats also had success in 
the Newcomer of the Year categories 
as quarterback Chad May and line- 
backer Percell Gaskins won offensive 
and defensive honors, respectively. 

May passed for 2,682 yards and 16 
touchdowns. 

In addition to Jones and Alberts, 
Colorado wide receiver Charles 
Johnson and Kansas State center 
Quentin Neujahr were also unani- 
mous first-team selections. 

Johnson, the Big Eight Offensive 
Player of the Year, won the honor as 
a junior. One of the greatest receivers 
in Big Eight history, Johnson, who 
once contemplated suicide, is the 
first at his position to garner the 
award, 

Husker quarterback Tommie 
Frazier finished second to Johnson

after receiving two votes. Jones and 
Oklahoma’s Cale Gundy each 
received a vote. 

The quarterback race for the top 
spot was as close as it has been in 10 
years as Gundy edged out sopho- 
more Tommie Frazier by one vote. 
Gundy, a senior, finished the season 
as the Sooners’ leader in virtually all 
career passing records. Others get- 
ting first-team votes were CU's 
Kordell Stewart and KSU’s Chad 
May. 

Joining Jones at running back was 
Kansas’ freshman sensation June 
Henley. Henley, voted the Big Eight 
Freshman of the Year, broke the 
freshman Big Eight rushing record 
with 1,127 yards. Henley outdis- 
tanced OSU quarterback Tone Jones 
receiving all but one of the votes. 

The wideout corps consists of 
Johnson and Wildcat Andre Cole- 
man, whose six touchdowns catches 
were only bettered by Johnson’s 
nine. 

It is only expected for Nebraska to 
produce some of the best offensive 
line talent in the country each year. 
This year was no different. Senior 
Lance Lundberg and sophomore 
Zach Wiegert both made the first 
team. Joining the Huskers and 
Neujahr on the front line were lowa 
State’s Doug Skartvedt and 
Missouri's Mike Bedosky. 

OSU’s Jason Gildon joined Big 
Eight Defensive Player of the Year, 
Alberts at defensive end. Gildon fin- 
ished his sometimes spotty career in 
Stillwater as the school’s all-time 
sack leader. 

The beef up front included seniors 
Chris Maumalanga of Kansas and 
Husker Kevin Ramaekers. Junior 
Terry Connealy nailed down the 
third spot. 

In addition to repeat honorees 
Keith Burns (OSU) and Ron 
Woolfork (CU), OU’s Aubrey “The 
Bev” Beavers made the list at line- 
backer. 

With only three spots remaining, 
the conference voters put secondary 
standouts and teammates Jaime 
Mendez and Thomas Randolph onto 
the squad. Colorado’s Chris Hudson, 
a junior, captured the last position. 

The kicking honors went to lowa 
State’s Ty Stewart at placekicker and 
OSU’s Scott Tyner at punter. Stewart 
hit on 11-of-15 field goals including a 
pair of record-tying 58-yarders. 
Tyner averaged 43.32 yards a boot 
for the punt-happy Cowboys.

Isn’t Trashing Nebraska 





lease. Just a little R-E-S-P-E-C-T. It’s 
not every season that a football team 
goes 11-0. If you want to know the 
truth, it’s pretty dadgum (excuse the 
language) rare to get through a season 
undefeated and untied, the way 
Nebraska did. So how come the Corn- 
huskers can’t seem to get any respect? 

We're not talking about that fawn- 
ing-all-over-you respect Florida State is getting. 
Hey, didn’t the Seminoles lose to Notre Dame, 
which lost to Boston College, which lost to West 
Virginia, which finished with an 11-0 record just 
like Nebraska? 

All we're asking for is some common-cour- 
tesy respect. And if not, well, as the saying goes, 
if you can’t say something nice about some- 
body, don’t say anything at all. 

A little silence probably would seem golden 
to the Cornhuskers by now. They’ve been 
trashed and bashed, and trashed some more as 
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Getting A Little Old? 


they’ve moved into serious contention for a 
mythical national championship. 

Nebraska has played its way to the top of the 
LISA Today/CNN coaches rankings, but it has 
been unable to sway a majority of the 62 sports- 
writers and sportscasters who vote in the 
Associated Press poll. 

One AP voter in Mississippi placed the 
Cornhuskers No. 8 until Notre Dame lost to 
Boston College. Then he moved them up, a cou- 
ple of spots. 

Michael Wilbon, a columnist for The 
Washington Post, wrote that he’d vote Nebraska 
No. 68, if he had a vote in the AP poll, which he 
didn’t. Then Wilbon said, he was just exaggerat- 
ing. 

“A few years back, | was an AP voter. It’s a 
good thing I no longer have a vote,” Wilbon 
wrote in the Post. “I’d make sure, personally, 
Nebraska had no chance of fouling up the 
national championship picture.” 

In the same column, Wilbon observed: 
“Oklahoma could save us from a holiday night- 

mare by laying waste to 

Nebraska.” Obviously, that 
written before the 
Cornhuskers completed their 
11-0 regular season by 
defeating Oklahoma 21-7 in 
Lincoln. 

What he had written was 
meant to be humorous, said 
Wilbon. But few folks in 
Nebraska were laughing. 

The Cornhuskers have 
been assailed by members of 
the national media, both 
print and broadcast. Craig 
James, an analyst on the 
ESPN cable television net- 
work, is among Nebraska’s 
detractors, as are several 
nationally syndicated colum- 
nists such as Wilbon. 

Such belittling is under- 
standable in some cases. 

For example, Bill Vilona of Pensacola, Fla., 
wrote that most AP voters were “sick of 
Nebraska getting tossed around in a bowl game 
like rag dolls. They're sick of the power rating of 
the Big Eight.” 

Vilona could be forgiven his Florida provin- 
cialism, just as Bob Cohn of The Arizona Republic 
could be forgiven his support of getting a

Florida State-Notre Dame rematch in the Fiesta 
Bowl, which, of course, is played in Tempe, 
Ariz. 

“Not only is Nebraska not No. 1, the 
Cornhuskers aren’t even No. 2,” Cohn wrote 
before Notre Dame showed it wasn’t No. 1 or 
even No. 2 by losing to Boston College, at home. 

There’s nothing wrong with trying to look 
after the Fiesta Bowl’s interests, and until Notre 
Dame went down to defeat, the Fiesta Bow! was 
in position to be host for what would have been 
billed as a national title rematch. 

If there’s a common basis for this criticism of 
Nebraska, and some of it has been so mean-spir- 
ited there probably hasn’t been a basis other 
than spite, it seems to be that Nebraska has not 
enjoyed much success in bowl games under 
Coach Tom Osborne. 

It’s true the Cornhuskers have lost six consec- 
utive bowl games. They’ve only won two bowl 
games since falling to Miami 31-30 in the 1984 
Orange Bowl, in fact, and both of those victories 
came at the expense of LSU in the 1985 and 1987 
Sugar Bowl games. 

But five of the six bowl losses in a row have 
been against either Florida State or Miami, and 
the other was against Georgia Tech in the 1991 
Citrus Bowl game. Georgia Tech was voted the 
UPI version of the national championship fol- 
lowing that game. 

Nebraska’s well-documented bowl frustra- 
tion began in the 1988 Fiesta Bowl, where 
Florida State defeated the Cornhuskers 31-28 on 
a touchdown pass with 3:07 remaining in the 
game. 

Florida State was ranked No. 2 in the final AP 
rankings for 1987. 

The second Nebraska loss in the streak was 
by 23-3 to Miami, on the Hurricanes’ home field, 
the Orange Bowl stadium. Miami was ranked 


No. 2 in the final AP rankings for 1988 with 
Notre Dame winning the title. 

The third Cornhusker defeat in the streak 
was by 41-17, to Florida State and again in the 
Fiesta Bowl. The Seminoles, who had lost their 
first two games in 1989, finished No. 3 in the 
final AP poll and No. 2 in the USA Today/CNN 
coaches poll. 

Some of the same media types who refused to 
rank Florida State No. 2 in 1989 because of the 
early losses now are willing to vote the Sem- 
inoles No. 1 despite the loss to Notre Dame. 

After the loss against Georgia Tech after the 
1990 season, Nebraska fell to Miami at home 
again, 22-0 in the 1992 Orange Bowl game. 
Miami shared the national championship for 
1991. The Hurricanes were voted No. 1 in the 
final AP poll and No. 2, behind Washington, in 
the final USA Today/CNN poll. Nebraska’s only 
other loss in 1991 was against Washington. 

The Cornhuskers’ string of bowl losses 
reached six last New Year's night, when they fell 
to Florida State 27-14 in the Orange Bowl game. 
The Seminoles finished No. 2 in both of the 
major polls, behind Alabama. 

Nebraska was No. 11 going into the Orange 
Bowl game. Despite playing well against what 
was considered the second-best team in the 
country, the Cornhuskers were dropped even 
further in the final rankings. 

Nebraska’s bowl-game losing streak should 
be considered in the context of the competition. 
Yet, Wilbon suggested, the Cornhuskers should 
be required to “earn” the right to play fora 
mythical national championship. 

During an interview with a Lincoln radio sta- 
tion, Wilbon said Nebraska should win a bow] 
game this year; only then would the Corn- 
huskers deserve his support as a contender for 
the mythical national title. 

Those few in the national media willing to 
write and speak in support of Nebraska have 
pointed out that what has happened in previous 
seasons should have no effect on this season. 

As for Osborne, he’s become increasingly 
weary of the criticism. The Cornhuskers had an 
open date on the Saturday Notre Dame was 
upset, so Osborne watched on television as 
Boston College opened up the No. 1 spot in the 
coaches’ poll for his team. 

“I don’t want to be a fan anymore,” Osborne 
said at the time. “I’m exhausted from watching 
three games (on TV). I’m tired of all the talk 
about polls and bowls. With the open week, | 
had more opportunities to talk than | wanted, 
and I’ve about talked myself to death.” 

Osborne appeared on CNN to talk about his 
team, the rankings and the bowls. Cornhusker 
senior outside linebacker and co-captain Trev 
Alberts was interviewed by James on ESPN. 

But Nebraska still will be looking for national 
respect as well as a national title when it plays in 
the Orange Bowl on New Year's night. 

In the mean time, “people can take their shots 
at us,” Osborne said. “It doesn’t affect us much 
one way or the other. It’s just opinion.” 

And not a particularly informed opinion, at

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ith 18 seconds remaining, 
fans ran onto the frozen 
artificial turf at Memorial 
Stadium. No amount of security 
could retard their advance. 

Eventually, the goal posts at both 
ends of the field collapsed under the 
weight of the celebration, despite 
having been generously greased in 
anticipation of such an assault. 

Nebraska football coach Tom 
Osborne stood on the sideline, his 
expression one of anger. 

“Get off the field,” he said as the 
human wave passed him. “What's 
the matter with you people?” 

For an instant, the untimely pres- 
ence of the delirious celebrants 
spoiled his enjoyment. The score- 
board read: Nebraska 21, Oklahoma 
7. 





His team was undefeated and 
untied. And it was No. 1 in the 
nation, according to the USA 
Today/CNN poll. 

After the final 18 seconds had 
been allowed to elapse, Osborne 
headed into the chaos on the field. 

Dean Blevins, ABC television’s 
sideline reporter and a former 
Oklahoma quarterback, followed 
him in hopes of getting a post-game 
comment for the national television 
audience. 

Blevins had more difficulty catch- 
ing Osborne than either of the de- 
fenses had in catching the opposing 
quarterbacks during the game. 
When he finally stopped Osborne, 
he asked: “Is it wild enough on the 
field?” 

“It’s wild enough for me,” 
Osborne said with an uncomfortable 
smile. Wild enough? It was too wild. 

Osborne hadn’t lightened up 
much by the time he met with 
reporters in the South Stadium varsi- 
ty lounge. It was difficult to tell by 
his body language and expression 
whether the Cornhuskers had won 
or lost. 

“He was excited about the win, I 
think,” said Nebraska senior Kevin 
Ramaekers, a defensive tackle. 

“The guy doesn’t come up to me 
much, but he shook my hand. He’s 
an emotional guy. He’s a funny 

Osborne did a pretty good job of 
hiding both qualities. “We’re very 
pleased to win,” he said. 

It wasn’t until two or three min- 
utes into the post-game interview 
that he smiled. And then only 
briefly. 

The men in bright orange sport 
coats were smiling, though. They 
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radiated Florida sunshine on a day 
when the windchill factor was sub- 
zero. They represented the Orange 
Bowl and were there to issue an invi- 
tation to the Cornhuskers for New 
Year's night. 

The Orange Bowl had asked for a 
national championship matchup, 
and Nebraska had provided one, 
Osborne said as he shook hands 
with Bob Epling, the president of the 
Orange Bowl Committee. 

For a time that afternoon, it 
appeared the Cornhuskers might not 
be able to accommodate the Orange 
Bowl people. “I thought in the first 
half we probably controlled both 
sides of the ball,” Oklahoma coach 
Gary Gibbs said outside the visitors 
locker room, at the other end of the 
field. 

For a half, the Sooners looked like 
they might spoil Nebraska’s perfect 
regular season and its hopes of play- 
ing for a national title. 

Oklahoma gave up just 78 total 
yards to the Cornhuskers in the first 
half. Were it not for three turnovers, 
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the Sooners might have taken con- 
trol of the game before intermission. 
Instead, they found themselves tied 
at 7. 

“At halftime, I felt like (if) we 
keep playing the same way, we win 
the game,” said Russell Allen, an 
Oklahoma defensive end. “Unfort- 
unately it didn’t happen that way.” 

Actually, the Sooners did play in 
the second half the way they had in 
the first two quarters. Nebraska’s 
offense wasn’t much more produc- 
tive in the second half, gaining 101 
yards to finish with the lowest win- 
ning yardage total during Osborne's 
era as coach. 

But the Cornhuskers once again 
showed their resilience, a descrip- 
tion Osborne used at least twice dur- 
ing his post-game interview, and 
they made the most of their opportu- 
nities, scoring 14 points in 13 sec- 
onds early in the fourth quarter, to 
win. 

“That’s enough,” Nebraska quar- 
terback Tommie Frazier said of the 
scoring burst. “That’s more than 





enough, with the defense playing 
like it was. I know I wouldn’t have 
wanted to play against our defense. 

“They were causing a ruckus, and 
they didn’t let Oklahoma do any- 
thing. The defense got the big plays; 
we followed with some big plays, 
and that was it,” Frazier said. 

The game-winning sequence 
went like this. With 1:37 remaining 
in the third quarter, Nebraska took 
over first-and-10 at the Oklahoma 
38-yard line, following an 11-yard 
punt return by the Cornhuskers’ 
Corey Dixon. 

Nebraska needed nine plays to 
cover the 38 yards, converting on 
three third downs. The third, with 9 
yards to go, produced a touchdown, 
on an 11-yard pass from Frazier to 
Abdul Muhammad. 

Muhammad caught the ball near 
the 2-yard line, which probably

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would have been enough for the first 
down. He spun backward to the 4- 
or 5-yard line, then twisted across 
the goal. 

Byron Bennett added the extra- 
point kick, and with 13:20 remaining 
in the game, the Cornhuskers led 14- 
y, 

“You have to give credit to people 
that step up and make plays,” Gibbs 
said of Frazier, who completed only 
5-of-17 passes in the game. 

“He (Frazier) was able to buy 
time and complete a touchdown 
pass.” 

On the kickoff that ensued, 
Oklahoma’s Darrius Johnson, who 
was covering Muhammad on the 
scoring pass, lost the ball when he 
was hit by Mike Minter. The 
Cornhuskers’ David Seizys recov- 
ered at the Oklahoma 20. 

“I broke the first (wave), and I 
was about to go outside. I saw a wall 
and maybe it gave in,” said Johnson. 
“I don’t know if I was trying to 
switch hands (with the ball) or 
what.” 

On the first play from scrimmage, 
Nebraska I-back Calvin Jones ran 
around his left end for the touch- 
down. Bennett's extra-point kick fol- 
lowed, and Nebraska led 21-7 with 
13:07 remaining in the game. 

“After the turnover, the offensive 
linemen were saying, ‘Let’s put it in 
the end zone in one play, and I said, 
‘Let’s go,’” said Jones, who finished 
with 82 yards on 25 carries. “The 
receivers and the offensive line did a 
great job on that play.” 

Nebraska fell behind in the first 
quarter, as Oklahoma drove 74 yards 
on its first possession for a touch- 
down, scored by fullback Dwayne 
Chandler on a fourth-and-1. 

The Sooners controlled the ball 
for 5 minutes and 16 seconds. 

Nebraska, which managed only 
one first down and 18 total yards in 
the first quarter, nearly fell further 
behind early in the second quarter. 

Oklahoma’s Jerald Moore lost a 
fumble during a 47-yard run. Tyrone 
Williams caused the fumble, which 
Donta Jones picked up at the 
Cornhusker 14-yard line and 
returned to the 21. 

It appeared Nebraska might turn 
the Sooners’ misfortune into points, 
but on a third-and-10 at the Ok- 
lahoma 37-yard line, Frazier threw a 
pass that was intercepted by 

Johnson. 

The conditions were hardly con- 
ducive to passing, Frazier said. 
“There were a couple of dropped

t was a bitter irony for Trev

outside linebacker. The turning 
point in the Cornhuskers’ 21-7 victo- 
ry against Oklahoma might have 
been when he suffered a dislocated 
right elbow on the ninth play from 
scrimmage.

“The way we played today, | 
don’t think they need me,” Alberts 
said after the game, his right arm 
supported by a sling that was to be 
replaced by a cast. 

The injury occurred when Sooner 
tight end Rickey Brady fell onto 
Alberts’ arm as he was trying to 
regain his balance after slipping on 
the turf. “He hit me with all his 
weight,” Alberts said. “T felt it go.” 

Alberts had never been injured 
seriously during his Cornhusker 
career. He was optimistic that he 
would be able to play against 
Florida State in the Orange Bowl 
game New Year's night. “I hope I'll 
be back,” he said. 

Senior rover back Toby Wright 
said the defense rallied after losing 
Alberts — as well as not having 
Ernie Beler, who was sidelined by a 
knee strain — because “we stay 
together like a tight-knit family. 

“We have an understanding 
about each other, and everyone cares 
about each other. I’ve never felt that 
way on any other team,” Wright 
said. “You can see the desire in 
everyone's eyes, and we’re success- 
ful because of it.”

the 11-0 Huskers have 
turned their attention to 


winning a national championship in 
the Orange Bowl. The exposure and 
prestige that comes with playing for 
it all definitely has its advantages, 
but it also has its negatives. 

While the Husker coaching staff 
begins trying to find ways to stop 
Florida State’s high powered 
offense, it is also losing valuable 
time on the recruiting paths. Other 
non-bowl bound teams may get their 
feet in a few doors quicker, but don’t 
look for them to step on any of 
Nebraska’s toes. 

College football is broken down 
into three parts: the season itself, 
recruiting season and spring foot- 
ball. Because the Huskers have 
reached the pinnacle game of the 
season, the recruiting season will 
take a back seat — at least for while. 

However, because of the Huskers’ 
success on the football field, their 
recruiting might already have a head 
start over some other programs. Face 
it, the Nebraska coaches aren’t going 
to quit making their phone calls 
while they study Seminole game 
film. If there is a trump card to this 
situation it is that Nebraska still has 
at least one big weekend of visits in 
December remaining before January. 

Recruiting never stops, no matter

how much success you are having 
on the football field. 

With two months remaining in 
the recruiting season the Huskers 
already have three verbal commit- 
ments in the books — all from the 
state of Nebraska. 

Travis Toline (6-4, 210, 4.8) of 
Wahoo, Neb., was the first to com- 
mit. A defensive line prospect, 
Toline is a project in the down line 
with great physical ability. He has 
the physique to grow into his posi- 
tion and a burning desire to be a 
Husker. 

“It’s always been a dream of mine 
to play for Nebraska,” Toline said. 
“When you grow up in Nebraska 
you are always thinking about the 
Big Red. When they offered a schol- 
arship I jumped at the chance.” 

The Huskers also nabbed two 
other outstanding in-state offensive 
linemen when Ted Butler (6-2, 245, 
5.0) of Lincoln Southeast, Neb., and 
Brandt Wade (6-4, 265, 5.1) of 
Platteview, Neb., committed to the 
Huskers. Butler is a center prospect 
with outstanding potential and 
Wade is built in the traditional 
Husker offensive line mold.

Lincoln Southeast, Neb., to that list 
soon. 

Goode is by far the top prospect 
in-state and one of the top 50 players 
in the country. The Huskers like him 
for their slot back position, but know 
he has potential to be an All- 
America defensive back, who can 
return kicks and punts. 

Goode won't be easy to sign 
though. He’s being recruiting by 
everyone and seems to have a strong 
interest in Notre Dame. Miami, 
Syracuse and Georgia Tech may get 
the other visits. Don’t look for 
Goode to sign early. This recruiting 
battle should go down to the wire. 

The Huskers have been able to 
recruit the state of Oklahoma with 
success in recent years and they are 
getting a look from some of the top 
prospects in the state again. 

Diron Robinson (6-3, 245, 4.8) of 
Midwest City, Okla., is a prep All- 
American who has excelled on both 
sides of the ball. With Nebraska’s 
renewed emphasis on defensive 
speed, Robinson may be just what 
the doctor ordered. However, he’s 
even more dominant on the offen- 
sive side of the ball. Robinson is 
looking at Nebraska, Colorado, 
Oklahoma, Miami and Syracuse. 

Greg Moyer (6-4, 248, 4.8) of 
Stillwater, Okla., is one of the best 
pure offensive linemen in Oklahoma 
and will visit OU, Oklahoma State, 
Nebraska and Stanford. Russell 
Gaskamp (6-3, 275, 5.0) of Weather- 
ford, Okla., is ranked by some as the 
best pure center prospect in the 
country, Gaskamp is originally from 
Austin, Texas, and will visit Texas 
along with Oklahoma, Alabama, 
Nebraska and Baylor. 

Johnathan Brown (6-4, 250, 4.8) of 
Tulsa (Washington), Okla., is an 
imposing defensive line prospect 
who is still looking at several pro- 
grams, including Nebraska. 

Of course, the majority of the 
Huskers’ recruiting will come on a 
national basis. Not surprisingly, the 
Huskers are in on some of the top 
players in the country. 

Start with Grant Winstrom (6-4, 
222, 4.8) of Webb City, Mo., who is 
one of the top outside line- 
backers/tight end prospects in the 


country. Winstrom reminds many of 
the Huskers’ great defensive end 
Trev Alberts. The Huskers are in the 
hunt along with Michigan, Miami 
and Stanford. 

Another top linebacker the 
Huskers hope to land is Michael 
Jackson (6-2, 240, 4.7) of Santa 
Monica, Calif., who is set to visit 
Stanford, Colorado, Washington 
State, Nebraska and USC. 

Issiah Mageli (6-4, 235, 4.7) of 
Wheatridge, Colo., is another combi- 
nation linebacker/tight end 
prospect. It’s a great year to recruit 
in Colorado with a number of great 
prospects. Mageli is looking at BYU, 
Arizona, Miami, Michigan and 
Nebraska. 

Mike Lorentz (6-4, 260, 5.0) of 
Thorton, Colo., is another blue chip- 
per from Colorado who has his eye 
toward Lincoln. Lorentz will visit 
Colorado, Notre Dame, Neb-raska 
and Washington. 

The Huskers didn’t sign a quar- 
terback last year, so signing one or 
two is a must this year. One of the 
better run/pass quarterback 
prospects in the country is Hines 
Ward (6-1, 180, 4.5) of Forest Park, 
Ga. Hines has run some option, can 
scramble very well and shows great 
touch in the passing game. Hines 
may stay down South at Georgia, 
Clemson or Florida, but if he heads 
elsewhere Nebraska and Notre 
Dame stand a chance. 

Tim Alexander (6-1, 170, 4.4) of 
Sarasota (Riverview), Fla., is consid- 
ered one of the top athletes. Some 
programs see Alexander as a free 
safety or receiver, but he wants a 
shot at quarterback. Those programs 
that give him at look behind center 
have the best chance and Nebraska, 
Georgia Tech, Florida State and LSU 
have promised that opportunity. 

The Huskers also hope to raid 
California again for another great 
running back prospect as Mario 
Washington (6-1, 185, 4.45) of Pinole 
Valley, Calif., is ranked as one of the 
Top 10 players on the West Coast. 
Washington will visit Michigan, 
Colorado, Nebraska, Arizona State 
and Pittsburgh. 

Jamie Day (6-0, 185, 4.4) of 
Philadelphia (Neshoba), Miss., is 
another outstanding running back 
talent looking at Nebraska. The 
Huskers, Alabama and Clemson will 
get visits. 

We are just heading into the heart 
of the recruiting season with the 
Huskers playing for the national 
title. That status alone will benefit 
the Huskers in the second season. 
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he Nebraska volleyball team’s 

quest to earn a berth in the 

NCAA Final Four ended two 
matches prematurely. 

The Huskers concluded the sea- 
son with a 15-11, 15-10, 15-8 loss to 
Notre Dame in the second round of 
the NCAA tournament in a match 
played at South Bend, Ind. 

Nebraska Coach Terry Pettit said 
inexperience was a major factor in 
the Huskers’ early exit. Nebraska, 
which ended the year with a 25-6 
record and a No. 8 ranking, used 
five players extensively who were 
either freshmen or sophomores. 

“I think we have some people on 
our team that let go mentally a little 
bit ago,” Pettit said. 

The Huskers advanced to the sec- 
ond round of the national tourna- 
ment by defeating Cornell in straight 
sets. 

Nebraska didn’t earn a share of 
the Big Eight Conference title this 
year, a feat that hasn’t happened 
since 1975, the year there was no Big 
Eight Tournament. Since then, the 
Huskers have won at least the regu- 
lar season league title, the tourna- 
ment or both. 

This year, the Huskers finished 
second behind Colorado in the regu- 
lar season. At the tournament, the 
Huskers again finished runner-up to

Sanders Signs Three Pitching Prospects 


The Husker baseball team got a jump on its 1994 recruiting class when it 
received national letters-of-intent from three outstanding pitching prospects. 
Commiting to Nebraska were lefthanded pitcher/outfielder Mike Burrows of 
American Fork, Utah; righthanded pitcher Dan Vardijan of Glenview, II1L.; 
and lefthanded pitcher Brian Zubor of Riverside, Il. 

“We feel confident that we have our third-straight nationally-ranked 
recruiting class,” said Head Coach John Sanders. “Our last two classes have 
been ranked 19th (1992) and 21st (1993) in the nation by Collegiate Baseball 
and we think the 1994 class is on par with those two. 

“Burrows was the best pitcher/outfielder combo in his region and most 
scouts and coaches in the Chicago area maintain that Vardijan is the top 
righthanded pitching prospect. Zuber is the top lefthanded pitching prospect 
in the Chicago area.” 

Burrows, a 6-foot-3, 180-pounder who lists all-state, all-region and team 
MVP to his resume, was named on the Team One Top 100 list and also 
played in the nationally renowned Area Code Games in California last sum- 
mer. 

Last year in American Legion ball, the lefthander hit .512 with 10 homers 
and 58 RBI in 129 turns at bat. He also had 31 stolen bases in 38 games. As a 
pitcher, he was 10-0 with a 2.25 ERA, striking out 92 batters in 64 innings 
pitched. 

He turned down offers from Nevada-Reno, California-Berkeley, Rice, 
Miami (Fla.), Arizona and BYU. 

The 6-4 Vardijan was named all-conference and was selected as a member 
of the Chicagoland “Cream of the Crop.” Last summer he was 8-1 with a 2.14 
ERA in 52 innings. The Huskers beat out Illinois, Bradley, Creighton, Georgia 
and Southern Illinois for his signature. 

Zubor, a 6-3, 185-pounder is also from the Chicago area and was All- 
Catholic League, all-area and also on the same Chicagoland as Vardijan. At 
Fenwick High School, he struck out 116 batters in 68 innings pitched and 
recorded a 1.02 ERA and a 7-2 record. @

short in its second game of 
the season. 

“We had the game won, basical- 
ly, and then we basically gave it 
away,” said Eric Piatkowski. 

The Cornhuskers led Texas 75-74 
and had possession of the ball, after 
Erick Strickland drew a charging 
foul. 

Nebraska turned over the ball, 
however, and the Longhorns took 
the lead, 76-75, on a pair of free 
throws with 16.3 seconds remaining. 
Texas added two more points on a 


breakaway following another 
turnover and left Lincoln with a 78- 
75 victory. 


“We'll look back and this one will 
hurt,” Cornhusker coach Danny Nee 
said of Nebraska’s first non-confer- 
ence loss at the Devaney Sports 
Center in 31 games, dating back to 
1989-90. 

The Cornhuskers had overcome a 
seven-point deficit to take the 75-74 
lead on two free throws by newcom- 
er Melvin Brooks with 1:04 left. 

That set up the dramatic finish in 
what was only the fifth loss in 60 
non-conference games under Nee. 

Nebraska will find itself in similar 





situations throughout this season, 
particularly when Big Eight 
Conference play begins. “I think a 
lot of teams are going to play us like 
this,” Piatkowski said. 

Nee said much the same thing 
before the Cornhuskers opened the 
season with a victory against Texas- 
San Antonio at the Sports Center.

The Huskers 
opened the regular season with a 96-85 win over Texas-San Antonio. 

Nebraska, on the strength of senior Eric Piatkowski’s career-high 35 points 
and 10 rebounds, led 75-74 after transfer forward Melvin Brooks hit a pair of 
free throws with 1:04 remaining. With 20 ticks left on the clock, Lamont Hill 
knocked the ball from guard Jamar Johnson and Rencher recovered before 


being fouled and hitting the free shots.

Te: Cornhuskers signed four recruits during the NCAA’s early signing 


period in November. The Cornhuskers’ early recruiting class was 
regarded as among the best in the Midwest. 

The signees include: Andy Markowski, a 6-foot-7, 180-pound forward 
from Ord, Neb.; Chad Ideus, a 6-7, 210-pound forward from Adams, Neb.; 
Leif Nelson, a 6-10, 260-pound center from Riverside, Calif.; and Chester 
Surles, a 6-8 forward from Saginaw, Mich. 

Surles was rated as the 14th best small forward among high school 
recruits nationally by Van Coleman’s Future Stars magazine. 

“This is the most balanced recruiting class we’ve had,” Nee said. 
“Getting four (early) is significant. We figure we need to get one big, older 
player, now, a junior college player, maybe more but at least one.

(#1), Georgia Tech (#1), Miami (#2) 
and Florida State (#2). No team in the 
history of college football has played 
consecutive bowl games with teams 
of that caliber. Look it up. 

It would have been nice to have 
been able to stay home, as Miami con- 


tinually does, to play a No. 12 (an 
average of Nebraska’s ranking at sea- 
son’s end over the past six seasons) 
opponent. It is really putting yourself 
out on a limb to play at home against 
a team ranked 10 spots below you, 
especially when you consider 
Nebraska could not have contended 
for the national championship if they 
had won any of those games. In most 
of those games, Nebraska was locked 
into the Orange Bowl because of win- 
ning the Big Eight. However, Miami 
could have traveled to another bowl 
to play a higher rated team. Oh yes, 
they did that in 1993 and were 
thumped by Alabama. 

As far as Florida State is con- 
cerned, they had their chance. They 
blew it. Nebraska had their chance in 
1982, but lost by three points to 
national champion Penn State at Penn 
State and in 1983, when they lost by 
one to national champion Miami. No 
second chance then and no second 
chances now.

redit the defense with victory 

No. 11 ina perfect regular sea- 

son for the Nebraska football 
team. 

That's right, defense. 

“All of us are a little tired of hav- 
ing everything built around 
offense,” Cornhusker defensive 
coordinator Charlie McBride said 
after Nebraska defeated Oklahoma 
21-7 to complete its first undefeated, 
untied regular season since 1983. 

He didn’t try to hide his exaspera- 
tion. Before the game, the defense 
committed itself ‘A ensuring perfec- 
tion, McBride said. The players 
decided, “we're going to win it. 
We've gone through this long 
enough.” 

Without that defensive resolve, 
the Cornhuskers might not have 
won, On a windswept and bitter-cold 
afternoon, which provided an 
appropriate backdrop for McBride's 
Black Shirts. 

Nebraska’s offense has never 
been so ineffective in victory during 
Tom Osborne’s 21 seasons as head 
coach. The Cornhuskers, who 
ranked first in the nation in rushing 
offense and 14th in total offense, 
could gain only 179 yards against 
Oklahoma. 

Nebraska managed only 122 
yards rushing, a total that cost the 
Cornhuskers a third consecutive 
NCAA Division I-A rushing title. 

To find comparable offensive per- 
formances by Nebraska, one has to 
turn to bowl games. The Corn- 
huskers gained only 171 yards in the 
1992 Orange Bowl, and they gained 
only 135 yards in the 1989 Orange 
Bowl. Both games were against 
Miami, and Nebraska lost both 
times, 22-0 and 23-3. 

The Cornhuskers’ offensive pro- 
duction was nearly as bleak as the 
conditions under which the game 
was played. They picked up only 
four first downs during the first half. 

“| wouldn't have given a plugged 
nickel at the middle of the second 
quarter for our chance to win the 
game because it looked like we were 
getting dominated on both sides of 
the ball,” Osborne said. “To be 7-7 at 
halftime was kind of a major upset.” 
Nebraska’s defense was directly

responsible for the first-half tie. 
Rover Toby Wright set up the touch- 
down by intercepting a third-down 


pass by Cale Gundy at the 
Oklahoma 40-yard line and return- 
ing it to the Sooner 15, 

The defense also played a key 
role in the Cornhuskers’ two touch- 
downs during the fourth quarter. 

Nebraska’s play defensively was 
even more remarkable given the fact 
that on the game’s ninth play from 
scrimmage, outside linebacker Trev 
Alberts suffered a dislocated right 
elbow and went to the sideline. 

From the opening game to the 
next-to-last game, Alberts had been 
the heart of Nebraska’s defense, 
according to McBride. 

But suddenly, the Cornhusker 
Black Shirts found themselves with- 
out their emotional leader. Seeing 
Alberts injured was “scary,” said 
defensive tackle Kevin Ramaekers. 
“I thought to myself, “This puts a lit- 
tle more responsibility on me.’” 

Ramaekers said he, Alberts and 
strongside linebacker Ernie Beler, 
who was forced to miss the game 
because of a knee injury, “are three 
of the biggest loudmouths on the 
team, and | was the only one left.” 

Even so, the Cornhusker defense 
didn’t lack for enthusiasm. “We've 
got to play with what’s in here,” 
McBride said, indicating his heart. 
“We're a bunch of little guys scram- 
bling for some recognition. We lose 
one great player, and we send 
another in.” 

The player to whom McBride 
referred was junior Dwayne Harris, 
Albert's replacement. Harris, who 
was involved in sacks of Gundy on 
back-to-back plays, was named by

ABC television as Nebraska’s Player 
of the Game. 

It was a strange fit, Nebraska 
dressed in defense. During Os- 
borne’s tenure as coach, the Corn- 
huskers have been characterized by 
offense. 

In fact, what was probably 
Osborne’s most-remembered team to 
date, the one in 1983, illustrated that 
characterization best. The 1983 team, 
whose thematic identity was “the 
Scoring Explosion,” came up short of 
winning the mythical national title 
because of its defense. Or so many 
have argued in the last 10 years. 

Oklahoma had 200 of its 294 total 
yards by halftime. Gundy, who had 
just been named the first-team All- 
Big Eight quarterback by the 
Associated Press, finished with only 
eight pass completions in 22 
attempts. 

“No way would | have wanted to 
play against our defense, and I play 
against them all the time,” Corn- 
husker I-back Calvin Jones said. 

Alberts smiled, despite his injury, 
as he watched the defense perform. 
“It made me smile,” he said. “I knew 
we'd win. I could see it in their (his 
teammates’) eyes.” 

It was a good day to play defense, 
a good day, indeed. Nebraska? 
Defense? Alberts liked the sound of 
it. 

“We don’t score touchdowns or 
rush for thousands of yards,” he 
said. “But we’re part of the deal.” &
